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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the 
amendment of claim 1 removing the limitation of "a hydrophobic substance" and requiring the limitation 
of "an inner, continuous layer consisting of one or more lipids selected from: vegetable oils, 
hydrogenated vegetable oils, and mixtures thereof would still be obvious over the granular composition 
where choline is overcoated with a thin film of a hydrophobic coating agent (such as hydrogenated palm 
oil, hydrogenated bean oil, hydrogenated coconut oil etc.) as taught by lijima (Col. 10, claims 1 and 5). 
Applicant's arguments regarding the use of Riga to cure the deficiencies of lijima have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. One of ordinary skill in the art would use the teaching by Riga of 
specifically overcoating a first layer by an outer or second layer of retardant by using carnauba wax with 
the teaching by lijima of choline chloride with a first layer of coating of hydrophobic materials, and 
produce the instant invention. The motivation to combine lijima and Riga is provided by Riga who 
teaches that prolonged release can be achieved by using the carnauba wax as a second coating for the 
active containing granule (Col. 33, lines 38-50). Applicant's arguments regarding the difference between 
the use of the composition for monogastric animals vs. polygastric animals are not persuasive because 
the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. 
Since lijima teaches a choline composition for a ruminant, the combination with Riga would be obvious 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art since structurally all the limitations of the claims are taught.
